‘The Register shall bo printed and furnished to tho Associated Com- 
panies, as fast as received! by the Secretary, aud be changed in the gen- 
eral expenses, 

Tht this Assocation clect an Executive Committee of three, to 
whom, in case of neglect of duty by an Inspector, the Secretary shail 
report tha same, and it ehall be their duty to remove euch Inspector, if 
they deem best; and they shall have power to appoint a Secretary, ia 
‘case of resignation or death, or in case they remove a Socretary for neg- 
lect of duty, which they be, and are empowered to do. Tho Executive 
Committes shall fill its own vacancies; and fx time and place of annuat 
meeting of this Asciation of Underwriters, and call the same through 
the Secretary. 
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Companies may complain of Inspectors to the Secretary, and he shall 
notify the Chairman uf the Executive Committee in writing; and the 
Companies may complain of the Secretary to esid Chairman, in case of 
neglect by bim. 

The Companies, at their Annual meeting, shall elect the Secretary 
‘and Executive Committee, each company represented giving one vote, 
and tho Secretary shall choose the Inspectors, subject to the approval 
of the Executive Committee. All vacancies in the Jnspectors, shall be 
filled in the eame way. 

"The Exccuvive Committee and Secretary are instructed to employ 
for Inspectors, thorough amd highly qualified men, who shall devote 
< their whole time to their duties, and that the Inspectors be paid liber- 
ally, from not Jess than $800. to not exceeding $1500. each per year. 

That the actual expenses of tho Inspectors while: traveling shall be 
paid; an account of which and of their salaries shall be rendered to 

the Seoretary monthly, and shall be audited by him and the Chairman 
‘of the Executive Committee, and passed if they deem correct. 

‘That the Companies of this Association be assessed monthly, by the 
Secretary, for all oxpenses incurred; share and share alike, and that 
his sight diaft therefor, countersigmed by the Chairman of the Exec- 
‘utive Committee on ench company for its share, shall be presented 
and honored monthly, until the first of January, when the soreral 
companies shall report to the Secretary their Navigation Premiums, 
arising from the Lakes and River St. Lawrence business, when the 
expenses shall be equalized by him in proportion to such premiums, 
and all exeasses or over-drafts over the proper share by such ratio, paid 
by any compeny, chall be refunded by the Secretary, through drafts as 
above provided on companies, which by their amount of premiums had 
paid less than their proper share of the expenses, 

‘The general powers and duties of the Inspectors are defined as fol- 
lows: 

Ist, ‘To make surveys and inspection of all vessels now being built 
or moored in their respective beats, and to report weekly to the Secre- 
tary. ‘They shall commence their duties by the first of Februaty. 

2d. They shall examine and inspect all vessels that come into their 
respective beats during the navigation season, as far a8 possible, and 
report as set forth, 

‘$d. Whenever a disaster occurs in the beat of any Inspector, he 
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shall repair to the spot in person, if possible; if not, he shall send a 
competent man, and notify the Company or Companies of the Assodia- 
tion having risks on said vessel, and he ehall keop closo supervision of 
the whole property, and render such aid as he can, until the Company 
having the risk ean send its own wreckers, Ho shall inquiro into the 
circumstances of tho loss and the management of the master, and re- 
port to the Company or Companies having tho risk, if he think it will 
conduce to their interest. ‘The Companies to furnish each Inspector 
with a list of its hull risks as taken, which they shall hold as conft- 
dential from all perzons. 

If casualty happen in the adjacent beat of any Inspector, he hearing 


thereof shall telegraph the proper Inspector, and he shall proceed and - 


render the same assistance, as if in his own beat, until relieved by the 
proper Inspector. 

The expenses of the salvage, and expanses of the Inspector and his 
time, at the rate of five dollars per day, on such occasion shall be 
charged on tho property, and he shall give the Association credit on 
his salary for what he 0 receives on his time. 

The expense and time of the substitute, if any, to be charged by 
the party, and by him collected on the property, if practicable; othor- 
wise from the Companies having the several risks,

Bi, A vessel six years of age and under, defeient in any of the 
above particulars that would rank her in Class A; or if over six years 
of age, and not over cight years of age, sound in timbers, rigging in 
good condition and complete, shall be ranked in B 1, 

B2, Vessek however new, unsafe and bad in model, and vessels 
under cight years of age, getting tender in timber or rigging, or short- 
‘ened or pinched, in ropes, chains, pumps or finding, and not weil keptup, 
shall bo ranked as B 2, 

‘Voseels thoroughly cut down and rebuilt within 4 years next preced- 
ing tho classification, if over 8 years of age, and otherwixe well found 
as in B 1, may rank in that class, or in B 2, if having tho deficiencies 
mentioned in that class. 

No vessel over 8 yours of age, unless thoroughly rebuilt, shall rank 
in Class B. 1. Ifsuch vessel be only overhauled or repaired thoroughly, 
within 2 years of classification, she shall rank not higher than B 2, 

C1, Vessels over eight years of age and under 12 years, ground 
tackle heavy and well rigged, and found as in Class B 1, and well kept 
up, esteemed good for lumber, wood, éc, shall rank: as © 1. 

C9. Vessels of above age, wanting as specified in B 2, shall be 
ranked C 2, and bo deemed unseaworthy, and go of all vessels of greater 
age. 

‘A vessel over 8 years of age, thoroughly well salted and preserved, 
or extraordinarily well built, if two Inspectors concur, or one Inspector 
and the Secretary, may be ranked in Class B; and 60 if two Inspectors, 
or ono and the Sceretary coneur, may vary these general rules on par- 
ticular vessels, but the reasons therefor shall be placed on the Register. 

Steamers and propellere to rank by same rules as vesscle—if ground 
tackle be light, or if deficient in power, the grade shall be reduced.

Where he can procure such sssistance as may be needed, to get the var 
sel afloat. ‘The person sent should make a definite entre, with the 
person he employs, as to the price he is to give by the day, or by the 
job, for the men and the materials to be used. When at ‘this a 
zend information bs telegraph or mail, to the owners, and if tho ake 
are known, also to them, telling where tho vessel is ashore, her condi- 
tion, and what is doing to get her off, ; 

‘ ‘When materials and men can be had to get the vessel off, go to work 
immediately, and do not wait the arrival of an agent of the underwri- 
ters, because it is the duty of the Master, by the terms of the policy of 
insurance, to make all the exertions in hia power to save his vessel oa 
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cargo, and any noglect to do so, makes the owner responsible for all 
damage that could be avoided. 

Tf tho danger of losing the cargo, or having it badly damaged, is not 
Tikely to occur from the condition of the vessel, the season of the year, 
and the place of stranding, and there is no reasonablo probubility'that 
tho vessel can be promptly got off, send to the nearest available place, 
to hire another vessel on the best terms you can, and send the cargo to 
its destination. bg 

If it is necessary to land the cargo for its safety, or to relieve the 
vessel, do 80 without delay, making such preparations for its security 
from damage, as the place will admit—do not. permit the whole cargo 
to be lost, from the fear that a part of it may be, by removal from the 
vessel, 

‘After tho vessd is got afloat, should she be eo injured in hull, rigging, 
or sails, as to make the navigating her dangerous, proceed to the near- 
est port where repairs ean be made, or supplies sent to her. If it is an 
expensive place, do no more work than is needed to make your vessel 
seaworthy, and finish your repairs at » more suitable place. Before ma- 

king any repairs, select three suitable persons, to be placed under oath 
by a Notary Public or Magistrate, to make a careful survey of the ves~ 
scl, and they must specify, in as mnch detail as possible, the repairs and 
‘outfit which are to be made, and which are to be exclusively confined to. 
tho damage done by the gale and the stranding. If you are a stranger 
in the place, seck the advice of the most ‘experienced marine underwri- 
ter or Inspector of the Association of underwriters thero, as to whom 
you shall cmploy to make the repairs. Examine carefully all the bills 
for repain, s0 that you can explain them to your owner or insarer. 
‘When the Master and two others can be spared from the vessel, because 
their sorvices for the time are not absolutely needed, then go to a No- 
tary or Magistrate, and enter the Protest, detailing particularly the 
cause of the disaster, A protest will not protect the owner from any 
liability to the underwritors or owners of cargo, whic arises from tho 
unscaworthiness of the vessel, or negligence in duty of tho master and 
seamen of the vesscl. A master who neglects his duties to the vessel 
aud cargo immediately after disastor, that he may hurry off to a Nota- 
ry to enter Protest, docs a very disereditable act, and is justly blamen~ 
ble by the owners and underwriters, 
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GENERAL REMARKS, 

We call your attention to tho following copy of the law regulating, 
the carrying of lights, which you should observe, to aid in avoiding 
collision. 

ACT OF MARCH 3, 1849. 
Cuar. 105, Sze. 5. 

“ And be tt further enacted, That vessels, steam boats, and propellers, 
navigating the Northern and Wostern lakes, shall, from and after the 
thirtieth day of April next, comply with the following regulations, for 
the security of life and property, to wit : during the night, vessels on 
the starboard tack shall show a red light, vessels on the larboard tack a 
green Jight, and vessels going off large, or before the wind, or at an- 
chor, @ whito light ; steam boats and propellers shall carry on the atom, 
or as far forward as possible, a triangular light, at an angle of about 
sixty degraes with the horizon, and on the starboard side a light shaded 
green, aud on the larboard side red; said lights shall be furnished with 
reflectors, ée., complete, and of a size to insure a good and sufficient 
light ; and if loss or damage shall occur, the owner cr owners of the 

vessel, steam boa, or propeller neglecting to comply with these regula- 
tions shall be liable to the injured party for all loss or damage resulting, 
from such neglect ; and the owner or owners of any vessel failing to 
comply with said regulations shall forfeit a penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars, which may be recovered in an action of debi, to be brought by the 
district attorney of the United States, in the name of th United States, 
in any court of competent jurisdiction, 

Approved, March 3, 1849,” 


In tho use of these signal lights, it is recommended for gencral adop- 
tion on the Jakes, to earry the colored light when by tho wind, and un- 
til you get the wind abeam, and then chango and eeny the bright 
light, ; 
As thero is diversity of opinion among Masters on the lukes, as to the 
meaning of the terms “starboard tack” and “ Inrboard tack,” you will 
find by reference to the work of the: celebrated Nathaniel Bowditch, 
defining “sea terms,” that the vessel is on the “starboard tack,” when 
tho wind blows on the starbourd side, and this applies alike to equare 
rigged aud fore and aft veasols, 

I is strongly recommended that the uso of shipping articles be rigid- 
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ly adhered to, as much of the trouble with seamen in times of disaster, 
arises from the want of, legal control over them. (Bee Acts of Con- 
gress for the government and regulation of Seamen, in Merchant ser- 
vice, &e,, contained in tbjsPampblet.), Unnecessary losses of haw- 
gers and lines are frequently caused f being washed orereier 
not being properly secured. by ove end being made ine ise 
are not properly claims upon an underwriter. A buey should be 
tached to each anchor, with a rope suitable to weigh the anchor. es 
expenses could. frequently be saved to veese] and cargo, if the eo 2

The Convention called to order by the President. 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of 
Registration of Masters of Vessels, made their Report, 
which was read by L. W. Weeks, Cha and on 
motion of A. A. Eustaphieve, seconded by R G Bristol, 
the Report was accepted, and ordered published in the 
general proceedings of the Convention, and also in the 
pamphlet of Instructions to Masters of Vessels. Adopted. 


‘The Committoe to whom was referred tho subject of registering the 
ames of yessol masters, respectfully submit that they are of opinion 
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that by far the larger proportion of disasters happen through the inca- 
pacity of tho master in charge. The great and rapid increase of the 
tonnage of the Lakes has brought into service as masters, a large num- 
ber of porsons wholly inexpericnced, and incompetent for the duties 
they assume; a fect sufficiently proved by the knowa character of the 
last year’s losses, 

With a view of obtaining such information as may enable Underwri- 
tera to more fully understand the true character of risks undertaken, a8 
well as to offer all possible encouragement to deserving and meritorious 
officers, the Committee recommend a thorough examination into the 
capacity and character of evory vesscl master employed on tho Lakes, 

They recommend that. blank sheets be prepared by the Secretary for 
the use of the Inspectors, and that he be instructed to ascertain the 
age, residence, time of service as seamen, mate and master, whether 
married or single, vessels commanded heretofore; disasters that have 
secured whilst in ench commend, and habits of life generaly of all 
vessel masters within their respective beats, with such other facts as 
may come to their knowledge, as shall’ traly illustrate the charactor of 
cach person reported. Such reports to be sent to tho Secretary, who 
‘hall transcribe the same, alphabetically arranged, in a book prepared 

seloutbepurposa, Copies of such reports shall be sent to each company 
forming this Associstion, 

‘They further recommend that the Executive Committco carefully 
examine these reports, and select therefrom the names of such persons 
a shall in their judgment deserve to be placed on record as approved 
masters; men of integrity, prudent to avoid danger, prompt and ener- 
getic when in peril; and when disaster has happened faithful to all the 
interests entrusted to their charge,

AN ACT 


For the Government and Regulation of Seamen in the Merchants’ 
Service, passed July 20, 1790. 

ection 1, Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled, That from 
‘and after the first day of December next, every master or commander of 
any ship or vessel bound from a port in the United States, to any for- 
eign port, or of any ship or vessel of ‘the burthen of fifty tons or up- 
wards hound from a port in one State, to a port in any other than an 
adjoining State, shall before he proceeds on such voyage make an agree- 
ment in writing or in print, with every seaman or mariner on board such 
ship or vessel, (except such as shall be apprentice or servant to hioself 
or owners,) declaring the voyage or voyages, term or terms of time, for 
which such seaman or mariner shall be shipped. And if any master or 
commander of such ship or vessel, sball carry out any seaman or mar- 
ner, (except apprentices or scrvants as aforesaid,) without such contract 
or agreement being first mado aud sigued by the seamen and mariners, 
such master or commander shall pay to every such seaman or mariner, 
the highest price or wages, which shall have been given at the port or 
place where such seaman or marinor shall havo been shipped, for a simi- 
far voyage, within three months next before the time of such shipping 
Provided such seaman or mariner shall perform such voyage, or if not, 
then for such time as he shall continue to do duty on board such ship or 
vessel; and shall moreover forfeit twenty dollars for every such seaman 
‘or mariner, one-half to the use of the person prosecating for the same, 
the other half to the use of the United States; and such seaman or mar- 
iner, not having signed such contract, shall not be bound by the regula- 
tions, nor subject to the penalties and forfeitures contained in this act, 

Section 2, And be it enacted, That at the foot of every such con- 
tract, there shall be a memorandum of writing, of the day aud the hour 
‘on which the seaman or mariner, who shall ship and subscribe, shall 
render themselyes on board, to begin the voyage agreed upon. And if 


any such seaman or mariner shall neglect to render himself on board the 
3 
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ship or vessel, for which he has shipped, at the time mentioned in such 
memorandum, and if the master, commander, or other officer of the ship 
or vessel shall, on the day on which such neglect happened, make an 
entry in the log-book of such ship ur yessel, of the name of such seaman 
or mariner, und shall in like manner note the time that he so neglected to 
render himself, (after the time appointed,) every such seaman or mariner 
shall forfeit for every bour which he shall so neglect to render himself, 
one day's pay, according to tho rate of wages agreed upon, to be deduct- 
ed out of his wages. And if any such seaman or mariner shall wholly 
neglect to render himself on board of such ship or vessel, or, having 
rendered himself on board, shall afterwards desert and escape so that 
the ship or vessel proceed to sea without him, every such seaman or 
mariner shall forfeit and pay to tho master, owner, or consignee, of the 
anid ship or vessel, a sum equal to that which shall have been paid to 
him by advance at the time of signing the contract, over and besides the 
sum s0 advanced; both which sums shall be recoverable in any court, or 
before any justice or justices of any State, city, town, or county, within 
the United States, which by the laws thereof, have cognizanes of debts 
of equal value against uch seaman or mariner, or his surety or sureties, 
in ens he shall have given surety, to proceed on the voyage, 

Section 8. And be it enacted, That if the mate, or first officer under 
the master, aud a majority of the erew of any ship or vewel, bound on 
a voyage to a foreign port, shall, after the voyage is begun, and before 
the ship or vessel shall have left the land, discover that the said ship or 
vessel is too leaky, or is otherwise unfit in her crew, body, tackle, appa- 
rel, furniture, provisions, or stores, to proceed on the intended voyage, 
and shall require such unfitness to be inquired into, the master or com- 
mander shall, upon the request of the said mate, (or other officer.) and 
‘such majority, forthwith proceed to, or stop at the nearest or most con- 
venient port or place where such inquiry can be made, and aball there 
apply to the Judge of the District Court, if he shall there reside, or if 
not, to some justice of the peace of the city, town or place, taking with 
him two or more of the said crew who shall have made such request; 
and thereupon such judge or justica is hereby authorized and required to 
issue his precept, directed to three persons in the neighborhood, the most. 
skilful in maritime affairs that can be procured, requiring them to repair 
on’board such ship or vessel, and to examine the same in respect to the 


defects and insufficiencies complained of, and to make report to him, the 
‘ 
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said judge or justice in writing under their hands, or the hands of two 
of them, whether in any or in what respect the said ship or vessel is 
unfit to proceed on the intended voyage, and what addition of men, 
provisions, or stores, or what repairg, or alterations in the body, tackle, or 
apparel, will be necessary; and upon such report, the suid judge or jus- 
tice shall adjudge and determine, and shall endorse on the said report, 
his judgment, whether the ssid ship or vessel is fit to proceed on the 
intended voyage; if not, whother such repairs can be made, or deficien- 
cies supplied, where the ship or vessel then lies; or whether it be neces- 
sary for the said ship or vessel to return to the port from whenes she 
first sailed to be thera refitted, And the master and crew shall, in all 
things, conform to the said judgment; and the master or commander 
shall, jn the first instanes, pay all tha costs of such view, report and 
judgment, to be taxed and allowed, on a fair copy thereof, certified by 
the aaid judgo or justice But if the complaint of the said erew shall 
appear, upon the eaid report and judgment, to have been without foun- 
ation, then the said master, or the owner or consignee of such ship or 


vessel, shall deduct the amount thereof and of reasonable damages, for - 


the detention, (to be ascertained by the said judge or justice) out of the 
wages growing due to the complaining seamen or mariners. And if, 
after such jadgment, euch ship or vessel is ft to proceed on her intended 
voyage, ot after procuring such men, provisions, stores, repairs or altera- 
tions, as may be directed, the said seamen or mariners, or either of them, 
shall refuse to proceed on the voyage, it shall and may be lawful for any 
justice of the peace, to commit by warrant under bis hand and ea}, 
every stich seaman or mariner who shall go refuse, to the common jail of 
the county, there to remain without bail or main-prize, until he shall 
have paid double the sum advanced to him at the time of subscribing 
the contract for the voyage, together with such reasonable costs as shall 
be allowed by tho said justice, and inserted in the said warrant; and the 
surety or sureties of such seaman or mariner (in case he or they shalt 
have given any,) shall remain liable for such payment, nor shall any: 
such seaman or mariner be discharged upon any writ of habeas conpus, 
or otherwise, until such sum be paid by him or them, or his or their 
sureties, for want of any form of commitment or other previous proceed- 
ing: Provided, that sufficient matter shall be made to appear upon the 
return of such abeas corpus, and an examination then to be had, to 
detain him for the causes herein before assigned, 
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Section 4, And be it enacted, That if any person shall harbor or 
seorete any seaman or mariner, belonging to any ship or vessel, knowing 
them to belong theteto, every such person, on conviction thereof before 
any court, in the city, town or county where he, she or they may reside, 
shall forfeit. and pay ten dollars for every day which he, she or they shall 
continue so to harbor or séerete such seaman or mariner; one-half to 
the use of the person prosecuting for the eame, the other half to the use 
of the United States. And no sum exceeding one Collar shall be recov- 
erable from any seaman or mariner by any one person, for any debt 
contracted during the time such seaman or mariner shall actually belong 
toany ship or vessel, until the voyage, for which such seaman or mariner 
engaged, shall be ended. 

Seetion 5. And be it enacted, That if any seaman or mariner, who 
shall have subscribed such contract as is herein before described, shalt 
absent himself from on board the ship or vessel in which he shall baye 
s0 shipped without Jeave of the master or oflicer commanding on board, 
and the sate or other officer having ebarge of the log-bools, shall make 

an entry therein of the name of such aeaman or mariner on the day on 
which he shall so absent himself. And if such seaman or mariner shall 
yeturn to his duty within forty-eight hours, such seaman or mariner shall 
forfeit three days’ pay for every day which he shall so absent himself, to be 
deducted out of his wages. But if any seaman or mariner shall absent 
himself for more then forty-eight hours at one time, he shall forfeit all 
the wages due to him, and ail bis goods and chattels which were on 
board the said ship or vessel, or in any store where they may have been 
lodged at the time of his desertion, to the ure of the owners of the ship 
‘or vessel, and moreover shail be liable to pay to them all damages which 
he or they may sustain, by being obliged to hire other seamen or marin- 
ers in his or their place, and such damages shall be recovered with costs, 
in any court, or before any justice or justices having jurisdiction of the 
recovery of debts to the value of ten dollars or upwards, 

Section 6. And be it enacted, That every seaman or mariner shall 
be entitled to demand and receive from the master or commander of 
‘the ship or vessel to which they belong, one-third part of the wages 
which shall be due to him at every port, where such ship or vessel shall 
uplade and deliver er cargo before the voyage is ended, unless the 
contrary be expressly stipulated in the contract; and as soon as the voy- 
age is onded, and the cargo or ballast be fully discharged at tho last port 
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‘of delivery, every seaman or mariner shall be entitled to the wages 
‘which shall be then due according to bis voulracl, and if such vages 
shall not bs paid within ten days after such discharge, or if any dispute 
shall arise between the master and the seamen or mariners, touching 
tho anid wages, it shall be lawful for the Judgo of the. District where 
the said ship or vessel shall be, or in case his residenco be more than 
three miles from the place, or of his absence from the place of ‘his resi- 
dence, then for any jude or justice of the peace, to summon the master 
of such ship or vessel to appear before him, to show cause why process 
should not issue against such ship or vessel, her tackle, furniture, and 
apparel, according to the course of admiralty courts, to answer for the 
eaid wages; and if the master shall neglect to appear, or appearing 
shall not show that the wages are paid or otherwise satisfied or forfvited, 
and if the matter in dispute shall not be forthwith settled, in euch case 
the judge or justice shall cartify to the Olerk of the Court of the Dis- 
trict, that chere is sufficient cause of complaint whercon to found admi- 
ralty process, and theroupon the Clerk of such Court shall issuo process 
against the said ship or vessel, and the suit, shall be proceeded on in 
the said court, and final judgment be given according to the course of 
admiralty eourts in such eases used, and in such auit all the seamen or 
mariners, (having cause of complaint of the like kind against the same 
ship or vessel) shall be joined as complainants; and it shall be incum- 
Dent on ths master or commander to produce the contract and log-book, 
if required, to ascertain any matters in dispute, otherwise the complain- 
ants shall be permitted to state the contents theraof, and the proof of 
the contrary shall be on the master or commander; but nothing herein 
contained shall prevent any seaman or mariner from having or main- 
taining any action at common law for the recovery of lis wages; ot for 
immediate process out of any court, having admiralty jurisdiction wher- 
ever any ship or vessel may be found, in case she shall havo left the 
port of detivery where her voyage ended before payment of the wages, 
or in case she shall be about to proceed to sea before the end of the 
ten days uext after the delivery of her cargo or ballast, 

Section 7. And be it enacted, That if any seaman or mariner, who 
shall have signed a contract to perform a voyage, shall, at any port or 
place, desert, or shall sbsont himself from such ship or vessel, without 
leave of the master, or officer commanding in the absence of the mas- 
ter, it shall be lawful for any justice of the peace within the United 
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States, (upon the complaint of the master,) to iseue his warrant to ap- 
prehend such deserter, and bring him before such justice, and if it shall 
then appear by due proof that he has signed a contract within the 
intent and meaning of this act, and that the voyage agreed for is not 
finished, altered, or the contract otherwise dissolved, and that euch sca~ 
man or mariner has deserted the ship or vessel, or absented himeelf 
without leave, the said justice shall commit him to the house of correc 
tion or common jail of the city, town or place, there to remain until the 
said ship or vessel shall be ready to proceed on her voyage, or till the 
master shall require his discharge, and then to be delivered to the said 
master, he paying all the costs of such commitment, and deducting tho 
same out of the wages due to such scaman or mariner. 

Section 8, And be it enacted, That every ship or vessel belonging 
to a citizen or citizens of the United States, of tho burthen of one hun- 
dred and fifty tons or upwards, navigated by ten or more persons in the 
whele, and bound on a voyage without the limits of tho United States, 
shall be provided with a chest of medicines, put up by some apothecary 
of known reputation, and accompanied by directions for administering 
tho samo; and the said medicines shall bo examined by the same or 
some other apothecary, once at least in every year, and supplied with 
fresh medicines in the place of such as shall have been used or spoiled, 
and in default of having such medicine chest so provided, and kept fit 
for use, the master or commander of such ship or vessel shall provide 
and pay for all such advice, medicine, or attendance of physicians, as 
any of the crew shall stand in need of, in case of sickness, at every port 
or place where the ship or vessel may tonch or trade at during the voy- 
age, without any deduction from the wages of such sick seaman or 
‘mariner, 

Section 9, And be it enacted, That every ship or vessel belonging 
as aforesaid, bound on a voyage across the Atlantic Ocean, shall, at the 
time of leaving the last port from whence she sails, have on board, well 
secured under deck, at least sixty gallons of water, one hundred pounds 
of salted flesh meat, and one hundred pounds of wholesome ship bread, 
for every person on board such ship or vessel, over and besides such 
other provisions, stores and live stock, as shall by the master or passen- 
gers be put on board, snd in proportion for shorter or Jonger voyages; 
and in case the crew of any ship or vessel, which shal! not have been 
80 provided, shall be put upon short allowance, in water, flesh, or bread, 
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during the voyage, the master or owner of such ship or vessel, shall pay 
to each one of tho crew one day's wages, beyond tho wages agreed on, 
for every day they shall be so put to short allowance, to be recovered. 
in the same manner as there stipulated. 


‘An. Act in amendment of the Acts for the Punishment of Offenses 
against the United States. Approved March 5, 1835. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Honse of Representa- 

tives of tho United States of America, in Congress assembled, ‘That if 
any one or more of the crew of any American ship or yessol on the 
high seas, or on any other waters within the admiralty and maritime 
jurisdiction of the United States, shall unlawfully, wilfully, and with 
force, or by fraud, threats, or other intimidations, usurp tho commend 
of such ship or vessel from the master or other lawful commanding 
officer thereof, or deprive him of his authority and eommand on beard. 
thereof, or resist or prevent him in the free and lawful exercice thereof, 
or transfor such authority and command to any other person not law- 
fally entitled thereto, every such person 60 offending, his aiders or abet- 
tors, shall be deemed guilty of a revolt or mutiny and felony, and shall 
on conviction thereof be punished by fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars, and by imprisonment and confinement to hard labor not exceed- 
ing ten years, according to the nature and aggravation of the offonse, 
‘And the offense of making a revolt in a ship which now is, under and 
in virtue of the eighth section of the Act of Congress, passed the 13th 
day of April, in the year of our Lord one thousand sevon hundred and 
ninety, punishable as a capital offense, shall, from and after tho passage 
of the present act, be no longer punishable as a capital offense, but shall 
bo punished in the manner prescribed in the present: act, and not otler- 
wise, 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if any one or more of the 
crow of any American ship ot vessel on the high sess, or any other 
waters, within the admiralty and maritime jurisdiction of the United 
States, ahall endeavor to make a revolt or mutiny on board such ship 
or vessel, or shall combine, conspire or confederate with any other per- 
son or persons on board to make auch revolts or mutiny, or shall sclicit, 
incite or stir up any otber or others of tho crew to disobey or resist the 
Jawfal orders of the master or other officer of the ship or vessel, or to 
refuse or neglect their proper duty on board thereof, or to betray their 
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proper trust therein, or shall assomble with others in a tumultuous and 
mmutinous manner, or make a riot on board thereof, or shall unlawfully 
confine the master, or other commanding officer thereof, every such 
person 60 offending shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by fine not 
‘exceeding one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding five 
years, or by both, according to the nature and aggravation of the of- 
fense, 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any master or other 
officer of any American ship or vewel on the high seas, or any other 
waters within the admiralty or maritime jurisdiction of the United 
States, shall from malice, hatred and revenge, and without justifiable 
eause, beat, wound or imprison any one or more of the crew of such 
ship or vessel, or withhold from them suitable food and nourishment, or 
inflict upon them any cruel and unusual punishment, every such person 
20 offending shall on conviction thereof be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dellars, or by imprisonment not exceeding five years, 
or by both, according to the nature and aggravation of the offence, 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That whenever any person in- 
dicted for any offense against the United States, whether capital or 
otherwise, sball upon his sraignment. stand mute, or will not plead or 
answer theroto, it shall be the duty of the Court to enter the plea of 
not guilty on his behalf, in the same manner as if he had pleaded not 
guilty thereto. And when the party shall plead not guilty, or euch 
plea shall be entered as aforesaid, the cause shall be deemed at issue, 
and chall without further form or ceremony be tried by a jury. And 
in all trials in capital cases, if the party indicted shall peremptorily 
challenge above the number of jurors allowed by law, such excess of 
challengers shall be disallowed by the Court, and the cause shall pro- 
ceed for trial in the same manner as if the said challenges had not 
been made. ‘ 

See, 5, And be it further enacted, That whenever any person shall 
be convicted of any offense against the United States which is punisha- 
ble by fine and imprisonment, or by either, it shall be lawful for the 
Court by which the sentence is passed to order the sentence to bo exe- 
cuted in any House of Correction, or House of Reformation for Juve- 
nile Delinquents, within the State or District where such Court is hol- 
den, the use of which shall be allowed and authorized by the Legisla- 
ture cf tho State for such purpose, and the expenses attendant upon 
‘the execution of such sentence shall be paid by the United States,

to prevent Collision at Night. 


In addition to the Rules and Regulation for the government of Pilots, 
panied by the Board of Supervising Inspectors, October 29, 1852, the 
following in regard to lighta to provent collisions at night sball be ob- 
served by the Pilots of Steamers navigating seas, gol, lakes, bays, and 
rivers, (excepting rivers emptying into the Gulf of Mexico and their tib- 
utaties) 

RULE EIGHTH. 
STEAMERS' LIGHTS, TO PREVENT COLLISION AT NIGHT. 


Warn uxpzr Way, a Bright White Light at the Foremast Head 
on all Steamers having foremasls, and upon tbe stem or fing staff at the 
stam of all Steamers not rigged for carrying sail. Green Light on the 
Starboard side, Red Light on the Port side.

A vessel coming up with another should pass her to leeward. 
So Rep out ofthe way By avolding the hows, and goog ator ofthe close-haned veel 
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Steam vessels aro considered in the light of sailing: vessels navigating 
with a fair wind, and should ‘give way” to sailing vessels on a wind, 
on either tack. 

Rue ror Steam Vzseets,—When steamers meet on different tacks 
or courses, and there is danger if their course is continued, of a collis- 
ion, each vessel shall put her helm to port. 


‘The foregoing rules are taken from Blunt's Commercial Digest. 
‘They were forraally promulgated in 1840, and, ever since, the High 
Court of Admiralty in England bas acted upon them, as rules of decis- 
ion, in suita prosecuted in thai Court to recover damages occasioned by 
collision, ‘Tho American Courts of Admiralty have almost uniformly 
followed the decisions of the English Court of Admiralty in ecllision 
cases, and these rules may, therefore, be properly considered as the gen- 
eral rules of navigation applicable to two vessels, about to meet in the 
open lake, and proceetling in such directions that if both were to con- 
tinue their respective courses, unchanged, they would pass so near as to 
involve the risk of a collision, 

‘Thess rules will probably be found moro useful than any otlers of 
tho same length, intended for similar purposes, It should, however, bo 
understood that they do not furnish precise directions in all the cases 
that may occur; and they aro by no means absolutely inflexible, but 
may be modified or overridden by extraordinary or peculiar cireumstan- 
cea, ‘That thero must be exceptions to all general rules of this charac 
ter is apparent to common sense, and in accordance with the experience 
of every seaman; as in the ease of a veseel going so near a rock or 
shoal of sand that if she followed the rule she would inevitably become 
a wreck, or the case where the approaching vessel is disabled, ond can 
not therefore adopt tha measures which it would otherwise be her duty 
to cany into execution, In short, no person would say that the rule 
shall prevail over the still higher consideration of the preservation of 
property or human life, and many eases will arise in which the ship- 
master must act upon his own judgment, In such cases more espectal- 
ly, and also in the cases whero the rules apply, every master will per- 
ceive the necessity of ascertaining, in abundant, season, the position and 
course of the yossol which is approaching his own, 

‘It will be seen that the rules above given do not sufficiently indicate 
the course to be pursued where a steam vessel and one under canvass 
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with the wind free are about to meet, under such circumstances aa to 
require a change of course by one or both, 

The American rule, undoubtedly, is that the sail vessel has the right, 
and it is ordinarily her duty under such circumstances, to hold her course 
whether she has the wind free, or is close hauled; and the steamer 
must change her course 60 as to avoid a collision, It is supposed that 
under ordinary circumstances the steamer should change her course to 
the right, unless by so doing she will croas the bows of the eailing vea~ 
sel; and in all eases where the steamer changes her course, and espe- 
cially where sho does so by star-boarding her helm, she éhould change 
her course so decidedly and at so great a distance from the sail vessel 
as not to leave those in change of the sail vessel too long in doubt in 
regard to tho side which the steamer intends to take; for a very carefull 
master of a sail vessel, may, possibly, under euch circumstances, port 
his helm, under the belief that a change of course on his part is esson- 
tial to his safety; and if tho steamer at or about the same time, star 
boards her helm, a collision will be quite likely to ensue. 


‘The Executive Committee and Secretary of the Association of Lake 
Underwriters, to whom the subject matter of Lights on Sail Vessels 
navigating the Lakes was referred by the Jate Convention, beg leave 
to atate, that they have given the subject their close attention; that 
they find the present aystem defective and insufficient, and very often 
swrongly construed and carelessly observed, if not totally neglected, and 
hes failed to insure any great degree of security against collisions; 
and pending the result of somo ezperiments about being introduced, 
and, an application for a law fully defining and regulating the matter, 
would recommend— 

‘That al! sail vessels navigating the Lakes be provided with a set of 
the “Diopiric Lens Signal Lamps,” one of red and ono of green 
stained glass, and the other of bright or clear glass, of sufficient size, de. 

That the “Pall Bitt” be considered the stand ot station for placing 
and exhibiting tho signal light when at sea at night, 

‘That vessels on the arboard tack, having the wind abcam, or forward 
of the beam, exhibit on the stand the green light, 

‘That vessels on tho starboard tack, having the wind abeam, or for- 
ward of the beam, exhibit on the stand the red light. 
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That vessels going off large, having the wind at any point abaft the 
beam, on either side, to dead aft, exhibit on the stand the bright or 
clear light, 

‘When neccesary from danger of collision, or otherwise, to show the 
course steered, more exactly, We would suggest the following addi- 
tional exhibition or application of the lamps or lights not on exhibit 
from the sland, which Iamps should always be handy to the look-out 
forward, and ready for use at any moment they may be required when 
at ee. 

‘That vessels on the farboard tack, having the wind abeam, or free 
Sorward of the beam, and showing the green light on the stand, shall 
show the clear or plain light by hand, at short intervals, by raising and 
exposing above, and lowering and obscuring below the bulwarks, for 
sufficient length of time and intervals to enable the approaching vessel 
to ace clearly and distinguish the movable and stationary lights apart, 

‘That vessels on the starboard tack, having the wind abeam, or free 
forward of the beam, and showing the red light on tho stand, shall 
show the clear ot plain light as above, The stationary colored light 
in each case indicates the tack, and the movable, clear light, indicates 
that the vessel is going free, with wind abeam, or forward of abeam, 

‘That: vessels close Aawled by the wind, shall show none other than 
the colored light, which indicates her tack, 

‘That vessels going off large, with wind at any point on starboard 
side, from abeam to within four points abaft the beam, and showing the 
bright or plain light on the sland, shall show the red light by hand, 
in manner as before described. 

‘That vessels going off large, with wind at any point on larboard 
side from abeam to within four points abaft the beam, and showing the 
bright or plain light on the stand, shall show the green light by hand 
in manner as before described. 

‘The stationary, clear or plain light, in each of the two foregoing 
cases, indicates that the vessel is “going off large,” and the movable, 
colored light, indicates the tack or side the wind is on, as the case may 


That vessels going off with the wind, on either quarfer, from four 
points of abeam to “dead af%,” shall show none other than the clear or 
plain light. 

‘We would als recommend the general use of the Torch now in use 


| 
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as an additional security in time of great peril from collision, &e.; and 
we would further recommend— 
‘That each vessel be provided with a suitably large “og Horn,” for 
signalizing in thick weather, when in danger of collision or otherwise. 

‘When a veseel is sailing on the larboard tack, wind abeasm, or forward 

of abeam, sound one distinct blast from the horn at sufficient intervals 
to be understood. When on starboard tack, wind abeam, or forward, 
sound two distinct blasts. When wind is abaft the beam, to four points 
of abeam on starboard side, sound threo distinct blasts, When further 
aft, on either quarter, to “dead oft,” sound four distinct blasts, When 
abaft the beam, on larboard side, to four points of the beam, sound five 
distinct blasts. 

‘The undersigned beg leave to stato that the above Rules and 
suggestions have been submitied to somo of the highest competent 
legal authorities in the country, and have met with their entire approba- 
tion; that the plans aro economical and simple, and peculiarly well 
adapted to our Lake vessels and trade, and we believe their general 
adoption would, in careful and watchful hands, give great additional 
security pgsinst collision, de, All of which ia respectfully submitted.
